The image is 
composed of Cibachrome color variations of the rare coin which have been added on the actual 
color of the rare coin. The background areas are composed of the same coin in two enlarged variations. 
Colored threads in a zig-zag pattern are added to give the impression of computerization and for 
structure 

The fiber artist has exhibited internationally in Switzerland, Poland, Asia and extensively throughout 
the United States. His fiber art is included in the collection of the Architectural and Design 
collection of the Museum of Modern Art, New York and many corporate and private collections.

FLOOR AND MAIL BID AUCTION. This is a public auction and mail bid sale conducted by Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. (**‘Mid- 
American’’). The auction and sale is of numismatic property catalogued by Mid-American as represented below. 


STRICTLY CASH SALES UNLESS CREDIT PREARRANGED. Auction sales are strictly for cash and lots must be paid for promptly in 
U.S. funds, unless arrangements satisfactory to Mid-American in its sole discretion for the establishment of credit have been made before 
a purchaser’s bid. All decisions concerning the extension of credit by Mid-American shall be made in Mid-American’s sole discretion. Credit 
cards such as Visa, Master Charge, Master Card, American Express, and others may not be used for payment. Bids cannot be accepted from 
those under eighteen years of age without a parent’s written consent guaranteeing prompt payment. 


BIDDER GUARANTEES PAYMENT. By bidding in this sale, whether for a corporation or as an agent for another individual or entity, 
a bidder personally guarantees prompt payment and adherence to all terms of sale. If bidding as agent, full disclosure of the principal on 
whose behalf said agent is acting shall be made to Mid-American at the time the Floor Bidder Registration form is completed.

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UNITED STATES COLONIAL COINS 


1652 Massachusetts “Oak Tree” Sixpence. Very Good/Good 
(8/5). Noe 22. Struck on a slightly wavy planchet. The grade is 
a result of clean, honest wear, as there are no impairments or plan- 
chet defects other than those acquired through circulation. A pleas- 
ing, affordable example of the Type. 


1652 Massachusetts ‘“‘Oak Tree” Shilling. Fine (15/15). Noe 6. 
The details and surfaces of this piece suggest a grade at least as 
high as Very Fine. However, this is a late state of the dies, with 
massive breaks on the right side of the date side, which obliterate 
most of the legends on that side and the corresponding area of 
the tree side. Nonetheless, this is a lovely, original specimen, struck 
on a broad, full planchet, and with none of the problems normal- 
ly associated with these issue. 


(1664) London Elephant Token. About Uncirculated (55/55). 
Thick planchet Halfpenny. A lovely, lustrous tan example of this 
popular issue, with some of the original mint red color still in 
evidence in some of the protected areas. A choice, original piece 
which is seldom found so nice. 


(1681) Mark Newby Halfpenny. Very Fine (30/30). Both 
sides of this coin display a light chocolate color, and unusually 
smooth surfaces. Nicely detailed, and well above average for the 
issue. 


(1681) Mark Newby Farthing. Very Fine (35/35). Sharply struck, 
with good centering and strong details. The color is a bit dark, 
but overall this is an exceptional example of the variety. 


1760 Voce Populi. Fine (15/15). Nelson 12, Rarity 1. Light brown, 
with darker highlights. The only variety with the P in front of the 
face.

1760 Voce Populi. Very Fine (35/35). Another Nelson 12. Glossy 
brown, with exceptional surfaces for this (or any Voce Populi) 
variety. 


1783 Nova Constellatio. Very Fine (20/20). Pointed Rays, Small 
U.S. Chocolate brown, but with some granularity on the reverse, 
and with some minor planchet irregularities (as made) on the 
obverse. Nicer than our description indicates. 


1787 Fugio Cent. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Newman 8-X, 
one of the New York Bank hoard varieties. Lustrous, with plenty 
of mint red still evident in the protected areas. Part of the details 
on the lower obverse are obliterated by a massive rim break, and 
the corresponding area on the reverse is also weak as a result. 
Fugio Cents have become very popular in this bicentennial year 
of our Constitution. 


1785 Connecticut Copper. Very Good (10/10). Miller 3.4-F.1, 
Rarity 3. Free of any planchet defects. 1787 Connecticut Cop- 
per. Very Good (7/7). Miller 32.3-x.4, Rarity 2. Minor plan- 
chet flaws on either side. 

A total of two coins in this lot. 


1785 Connecticut Copper. Very Fine (20/20). Miller 3.4-F.2, 
Rarity 2. Chocolate brown, with some very light granularity and 
a minor rim defect at K-9. Attractive. 


1785 Connecticut Copper. Fine (15/15). Miller 4.4-C, Rarity 3. 
Olive and tan, with some very minor planchet defects. Very 
pleasing. 


1785 Connecticut Copper. Very Fine (30/30). Miller 6.3-G.1. 
Nicely detailed, with swelling on the reverse caused by a late state 
of the dies. Well above-average for the variety. 


1786 Connecticut Copper. Very Fine (20/20). Miller 2.1-A, Rari- 
ty 3. The details are fairly strong, but the surfaces are lightly 
granular. An otherwise pleasing example of the ETLIB INDE 
variety. 


1786 Connecticut Copper. Very Good (8/8). Miller 5.7-H.1, Rari- 
ty 5. The obverse is ten percent off-center towards K-12, and the 
date is off the planchet on the reverse. Evenly worn, with a pleas- 
ing color. 


1787 Connecticut Copper. Very Good (10/10). Miller 16.2-NN.1, 
Rarity 5. Double struck. The attribution number is inked into the 
left obverse field. A scarce variety and an interesting error.

1788 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (30/30). Ryder 10-L, Rarity 
1. Lightly circulated, but on an exceptional planchet. A lovely ex- 
ample of the Type. 


1788 Massachusetts Cent. Very Fine (30/30). Ryder LI-E, Rarity 
2. Dark brown, with lighter highlights. 


1788 Massachusetts Cent. Extremely Fine (40/40). Ryder 3-A, 
Rarity 3. Medium brown, with some light granularity on either 
side. 


1788 Massachusetts Cent. Extremely Fine (40/40). Ryder 8-C, 
Rarity 2. Chocolate brown, with some verdigris that may be 
removed by the next owner. Also with a rim bump (possibly as 
made) on the reverse rim at K-S. Finer than the Taylor coin which 
brought $143. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Very Fine (30/30). Ryder 6, one of the 
landscape varieties. Struck slightly off-center so that only the tops 
of the date are visible. The planchet and color of this piece are 
exceptional for a Vermont copper. 


1786 Vermont Copper, Ryder 8, a cast replica of a coin which 
would otherwise grade Very Fine. 1788 Vermont Copper. Ryder 
16, Very Good, but struck on a weird planchet, with many in- 
teresting defects which appear to be “‘as made.” Besides planchet 
cracks, this piece also displays a tab striking and a planchet which 
is misshapen and out of round. A curious example. 

A total of two coins in this lot. 


1786 Vermont Copper. Very Good (8/8). Ryder 11. Nicely detail- 
ed on the obverse, but with some weakness on the reverse, so that 
the date is illegible. A tougher variety. 


1788 Vermont Copper. Very Good (7/7). Ryder 18, scarce. Struck 
on an exceptionally smooth planchet. Chocolate brown. Struck 
over an imitation British Halfpenny, with plenty of the undertype 
still visible. 


1788 Vermont Copper. Very Good (10/10). Ryder 25. Nicely 
detailed, but dark and somewhat rough. 


Accompanied by one of FCI and Walter Breen’s COLONIAL AMERICAN COIN 
CLUB certificate #177586. 


1788 Vermont Copper. Fine (12/12). Ryder 25. Olive and tan, 
with some softness of strike in the center of the reverse (as is typical 
of this variety). A pleasing example of the variety. 


1796 Castorland Medal. Select Proof (64/64). Restrike in cop- 
per from the same obverse die used to strike the originals, and 
from a later reverse die. Glossy brown, with a reeded edge (unlike 
the later restrikes). Scarce.

1791 Washington Cent. Very Fine (35/35). Large Eagle reverse. 
Edge lettered: UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. Olive brown, 
with excellent details. A choice piece. 


1783 Washington Piece. Choice Proof (63/63). Draped Bust 
Restrike, with engrailed edge, in copper. The color has toned to 
a light brown, and the surfaces are glittering. An exceptional 
example.

LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793-1797) 
1797 Very Good (8/8). Cohen 1, Rarity 2, the “1 over 1” varie- 
ty. A pleasing, glossy brown example. Struck from a late state of 
the dies, with some shattering evident on the obverse die. 


BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1840-1857) 


1855 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 1, the only variety of the year. 
Olive, with some red highlights about the lettering and devices. 


UNITED STATES LARGE CENTS (1793-1857) 


LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793-1796) 


1794 Extremely Fine (40/40). Sheldon 29, Rarity 3. Glossy 
brown. The obverse displays some localized green spots, while 
the reverse is perfect. Nicely detailed, and desirable as a Type coin. 


DRAPED BUST TYPE (1796-1807) 


1796 Extremely Fine (40/40). Sheldon 81, Rarity 5. A glossy, 
tan example with excellent surfaces. This is easily one of the nicest 
examples we have encountered of this variety. Although it is not 
of Condition Census quality, the color and surfaces combine to 
make it a highly desirable piece.

332. 1842 Select Proof (64/64). The extremely rare Small Date varie- 


ty, found only in Proof condition. Breen and Stack’s have listed 
as many as six known specimens in their publications, but it should 
be noted that only four of the coins are even remotely available 
to the collecting public. Two of the coins are impounded as follows: 
1) Smithsonian Institution Collection (that one will NEVER be 
available). 2) The American Numismatic Society specimen (as long 
as the Society is in existence, that coin will NEVER come on the 
market). The remaining coins are attributed to various estates, col- 
lections, sales, etc., with some confusion created by a comparison 
of Breen’s and Stack’s listings. Breen combines the Jerome Kern 
and the Century coin, whereas Stack’s has listed them as separate 
specimens. Breen lists six specimens, but omits specimen #2. It 
may very well be that only five specimens are known, as only two 
have ever appeared at public auction for direct comparison. These 
are the James A. Stack coin (the Breen plate coin), and the Century- 
Miles-Robison coin. Both are demonstrably different, based on 
a comparison of the plates in the auction catalogues in which they 
appeared. 

This specimen is the Century-Miles-Robison coin. In the Miles 
catalogue, Stack’s described this as “a choice specimen. Light ton- 
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ing mostly about its periphery.” The coin appears to have remain- 
ed in the same condition since 1968, as it is still choice and the 
toning hasn’t increased, nor has the coin been “dipped,” as have 
sO many coins in the intervening years. Technically, the coin shows 
some very faint obverse hairlines, but none which affect the grade 
to any material degree. The attraction that this coin creates comes 
not so much from its condition, but from its incredible rarity. This 
coin has been missing from most of the great collections over the 
past century. Garrett didn’t have one, and he had just about 
everything. Anderson-Dupont didn’t have one, and that sale had 
just about everything. Pick any name, and most likely the collec- 
tion did not include an 1842 Small Date Quarter. Does Eliasberg 
have one? Probably not, as even that great collection isn’t on the 
lists. 

Remember, too, that if you collect Quarter Dollars, you can’t 
substitute a Mint State or circulated example for this coin. The 
1842 Small Date Quarter exists only in Proof condition! With five 
or six examples known, this coin is on the same level as such well- 
publicized rarities as the 1804 Dollar, the 1913 Nickel, the 1894-S 
Dime, and the Brasher Doubloon. The James A. Stack coin brought 
$41,000. in 1975. What will this coin bring today? 
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1842-O Very Good (8/8). The rare “Small Date” variety. Evenly 
worn, with no defects other than those normally acquired from 
circulation. 


Lilac and golden toned, with 
plenty of original luster underneath the toning. No Motto Quarters 
are very scarce in this condition.

The most recent appearance 
was in Superior Galleries’ session of AUCTION ’°86, where a 
Select Proof (64/64) brought $7700. Beyond that, one has to go 
back to Rarcoa’s session of AUCTION ’84, where a Choice Pro- 
of brought $6600. The next earliest coin we could locate was the 
Garrett coin, a lightly hairlined example which brought $37,500! 
Therefore, in recent years, only four different coins have appeared 
on the market (including this coin). The discovery and offering 
of this piece represents an exciting opportunity for Seated Liber- 
ty Quarter specialists, Type collectors, and connoisseurs of ex- 
ceptional rarity.

Satiny and lustrous, with just 
a hint of toning. The obverse is very lightly marked, but none are 
worth serious consideration. An attractive, affordable example of 
the date. 


1865 Select Proof (64/64). Deeply toned in steel and golden-brown 
shades. The underlying surfaces are brilliant and deeply mirrored. 
Kept from the Gem class by a very few, minor hairlines on the 
obverse.

In the December, 1986 issue of THE NUMISMATIST, R.W. Julian presents in- 
teresting information concerning this emission in his ““THE SILVER PROOF 
COINAGE OF 1878.” In effect, Julian claims the reported mintage of 500 Proofs 
is incorrect, but that only 50 Proofs were delivered for public sale, and of those 
only 34 were sold. The balance of 16 coins was RELEASED INTO CIRCULA- 
TION! Julian believes that 100 more coins may have been struck, but that most 
or all were melted, and that perhaps some of the Proofs were switched out before 
the melt took place. Therefore, Julian states, no more than 60 1878 Round Breast 
Proofs could ever have made it to the public in their original state. This very low 
figure seems to have been substantiated by the extreme rarity of known specimens, 
and the appearance of a circulated example bears out the release to the general public 
of Proof examples.
